Bennett  Cerf,  Publisher,  Humo 
Highlights.  MSTA  Convention 


Bennett  A.  Cerf  will  be  fea¬ 
tured  at  a  lecture  assembly 
next  fall.  The  widely-known 
speaker  will  appear  at  the  Col¬ 
lege,  'fhursday,  October  8. 

Cerf  was  born  May  25,  1898, 
in  New  York  City.  He  went  to 
college  at  Columbia  Univer¬ 
sity,  majoring  in  journalism.  He 
is  married  and  is  the  father  of 
two  teen-age  sons. 

According  to  Geoffrey  T. 
Heilman,  writing  for  the  New 
Yorker,  Cerf  is  tall,  brown¬ 
eyed,  confident,  boyish,  cheer¬ 
ful,  warmhearted,  and  healthy. 
Although  he  is  a  man  of  sixty, 
he  still, has  a  boyish  grin.  He 
still  has  the  extraordinary  en¬ 
ergy  that  he  had  in  his  twen¬ 
ties,  and  he  is  still  the  same 
extrovert  ham.  Cerf  is  extreme¬ 
ly  bright  and  quick.  He  lives  on 
people  and  gets  his  nourishment 
from  human  contacts. 

Is  President  of  Random  House 
Bennett  Cerf  is  the  president, 
co-founder,  and  half  owner  of 
Random  House,  a  publishing 
fii’m  doing  a  business  of  nine 
million  dollars  a  year,  'fhis  film 
puts  out  a  hundred  new  books 
annually,  many  of  them  worth 
serious  consideration. 

Random  House  has  published, 
during  the  tliirty-two  years  of 
its  existence,  such  contempor¬ 
ary  auUiors  as  Sinclair  Lewis, 
WUliani  FauIJcner,  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt,  and  John  O’Hara., 
The  Modern  Library,  which 
Cerf  co-owns,  lias  been  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  reprinting  and 
disti’ibution  of  such  dead  greats 
as  Plato,  Aristotle,  Homer,  Ver¬ 
gil,  Dante,  Shakespeare,  and 
,  Keats. 

Ills  Escape  Is  Different 
A  large  number  of  men  whose 
lifework,  culturally  speaking, 
has  loft  something  to  be  de¬ 
sired  have  escaped  after  hours 
into  avocations  of  a  more  re¬ 
fined  nature.  Cerf’s  cultural 
lifework,  liowever,  leaves  noth¬ 
ing  to  be  desired.  He  escapes 
after  hours  into  a  variety  of 
activities  tliat,  culturally  speak¬ 
ing,  leave  practically  every¬ 
thing  to  be  desired. 

As  an  escapist  from  culture, 
Cerf  is  best  known  as  a  collec¬ 
tor  of  humor,  especially  jokes. 
The  Cerf  joke  factory  is  the 
General  Dynamics  Corporation 
of  tlie  joke  industry. 

This  factory  has  furnished 
fuel  for  at  least  a  score  of  mag¬ 


azines,  including  the  “Reader’s 
Digest,”  and  tliree  hundred 
newspapers  as  well.  It  has 
stoked,  singlehanded,  the  fur¬ 
naces  of  nine  joke  books  and 
one  encyclopedia,  totalling  two 
thousand  nine  hundi’ed  and  fifty 
pages. 

Cerfboard  Goes  to  12  Million 

A  weekly  department  of  wit¬ 
ticisms,  “Bennett  Cerf’s  Cerf- 
board”  appears  in  “’Tliis  Week” 
magazine  which,  as  a  Sunday 
component  of  forty  newspapers, 
has  a  circulation  of  over  twelve 
million. 

It  is,  however,  as  the  author 
of  ten  anthologies  of  humorous 
.stories  and  anecdotes  that  the 
president  of  Random  House  has 
made  his  most  ambitious  and 
determined  literary  descent. 
These  books  include  “Shake 
Well  Before  Using,”  "Laughing 
Stock,”  “An  Encyclopedia  of 
Modern  American  Humor,” 
“Laughter  Incorporated,”  and 
“Good  for  a  Laugh.”

Study  in  inixed  emotions — ^the 
man  who  saw  his  motlier-in-law 
go  over  a  cliff  in  his  new  Cadil- 
lad  convertible. 

Ills  Attitude  Is  Right 

Cerf  refuses  to  take  life  or 
himself  very  seriously.  He 
places  more  credit  on  his  en¬ 
dorsements  of  commercial  pro¬ 
ducts  than  on  endorsements  of 
himself.  Some  people  are  sur¬ 
prised  to  learn  tliat  he  is  a 
publisher.  His  outside  activi¬ 
ties  as  a  balance,  however,  are 
helpful.  Not  only  his  speaking 
to  colleges  and  book  groups, 
but  also  his  columns  publicize 
Random  House  in  tlie  right  way.
